Mayor Conner first resigned as
chairman in order to vote for
Councilman Ludlew as mayor, and
as soon as.Mayor Ludlow was
seated, Conner tendered his resig-
nation as a councilman.

In  accepting the mayoralty,
Councilman Ludlow stated that.he
felt the council Had lost a very
valuable member in the resigna-
tion of Mayvor Conner, He spoke

Mayor, Conner - was first ‘ap-

pointed on the city council July
5, 1927, to fill the vacancy brought
about . through the resignation ' of
Willis M. Brooks, and he served
until April 16, 1928 In the
municipal election on April 11,
1082, Conner ' was elected for a
four-year term. Following the un-
reating of W, T. Klusman on Sep-
tember 26, 1933, Conner was ap-
pointed mayor and has filled the
office with marked ability ever
since.

The Torrance
elementary, Samuel E. Lunden,
architeet, will entail a cost of
$74,241. The appropriation for
the ‘Torrance high school, Richards
& Eager, architects, is $128,099,

Eugene Weston, Jr.,, is the arch-
itect who. has been authorized to
draw plans for the replacement
of ‘the Lomita elémentary K build-
ing, which has been unoccupied
since the quake.

Other schools in * this vicinity
which  will be reconstructed im-
mediately are the Gardena high
school at a cost of $191,968; David

Would Control Fly-By-Night
Firms; Opposed to Legisla-
tion Affecting Oil Industry

Control of fly-by - ight
commercial enterprises in
Torrance, the separation of
the city of Los Angeles from
the county, and the passage
of a resolution opposing certain
national legislation affecting the
oil industry were among Issues
acted upon by directors of the
Torrance Chamber of Commerce
Monday. The following report of
the meeting was issued by L. J.
Gilmeister, secretary:

At the regular I:\onthly mcel?ng
of the directorate of the Torrance
Chamber of Commerge, . held last
Monday, February 5, applications
for membership by the Montgom-
ery Lumber Co. (successors to the
Mullin Lumber Co., 1752 Border
avenue) and Frank C. Bechtel,
Janitor-engineer, Torrance. high
school, were approved.

The matter of cffecting some
control of fly-by-night commercial
enterprises was given serious con-
sideration. This point originated
at a recent meeting of 'the mem-
bers of the Torrance chamber.
During the past years several such
short-time  mercantile activitles
have been conducted in Torrance,
and, because of their lack of
permanency, have taken from our,
established local merchants busi-
ness and profits which otherwise
would have remainéd In Torgances
The directorate appointed a com-
mittee of five,. they to contact
mereantile | represeritatives in. sur-
rounding ‘communities for the pur-
pose of determining some method
to discourage similar future ac-
tivities, Mr. James §W. Leech was
appointed chairman of this eom-

mittee, he in turn to select the
other four members, two realtors
and two merchants. A report of

their findings will later be sub-
mitted to the chamber.

A resolution “was- adopted by
the board -of directors expressing
the chamber's opposition to pro-
posed national legislation which
contemplates the elimination of
the depletion and depreciation pro-
visions of exIsting statutes, &as
they Telate to the natural resource
industries.. . This stand as taken
by the Torrance Chamber is in
behalf of the oil industry .of Calf-
fornia which 1s represented in its
entirety by the following named
organizations: Independent Oil
Prdducers Agency, Independent
Petroleum Assoclation of Call-
fornia, California Oil and Gas
Association, Ofl Producers Sales
Agéncy of California, Pacific Coast
Petroleum Industries Committee,
and our senator and congressman
both are being urged to oppose
by their vote and their influence
any change in the tax depletion
and depreclation deductions now
permitted the natural resource in-
dustries.
